Courage of 7udith ; Deborah Judg- 
ed the Tribes with the higheſt ap- 
plauſe.

Hiſtory, we find Semiramis the Ce- 
lebrated Soveraign of the moſt 
Powerful Empire that was at that 
Time; with what Skill did ſhe.

ly ſuffered the Dominion of a Man, 


Voluntarily ſubmitted to that of a 
Woman being favoured by dif- 
guiſing herſelf in the Habit of a 
Man; after ſhe had made ſure 
that Eſtabliſhment, ſhe deſigned 
to diſcover her Sex, and to declare 
to ſo many Nations, which ſhe had 
overcome, that they were the Con- 
e of a Woman : What un- 

unted Courage and Reſolut,yn 
muſt ſhe be capable of, to declare 
ſo weighty a Secret 2 Notwith- 
ſtanding, as the Hiſtorian ſays, it 
diminiſhed not her Authority, but 
ſerved to increaſe the Eſteem of 
the People, who admired that a 
Woman had not only ſurpaſſed o- 
ther Women in Virtue, but even 
the moſt Illuſtrious Men; in Fffen

ſhe joined Ethiopia, Lybia, Media 
and Perſia to the Empire of Ni- 
NUS; and the fame of her Arms 
extended to the moſt remote Parts 
of the Eaſt: To the reſt of her 
virile and great Actions, is added, 
the Foundation, or if you pleaſe, 
the Erandeur of the City of Baby- 
A ſuperb Palaces, thoſe 
Walls without parallel, and Gar- 
dens, as one might ſay, ſuſpended 
in the Air : It is caſy to judge, if 
ALEXANDER of Greece, CyRus of 
Perſia, StsoSTRIS of Egypt, the 
Roman CxsARs, and the Monarchs 
of France, Sweden, Great Britain, 
Poland and Turkey, can boaſt any . 
thing Equal to the great Actions, 
the Prudence and Valour of this 
Quxtn: Some Vices indeed have 
been attributed to her, but how 
many more | have the greateſt He- 
roes had, to Counterbalance them? 
Hiſtory records the Valour, and 
other Virtues, of a Nation compo- 
ſed intirely of Vemen, and amo

the Arms of the Amazonian QUEEN 
brought to him. This Herggwas 
himſelf accompanied in thisExpe- 
dition by the flower of the Gre- 
cian Nobility; and if he ſucceeded 
in Part, it was by taking thoſe 
Warriors unprovided, and in the 
Abſence of their Soeraign, whoſe 


Arms he did not obtain, but only 


in Exchange for Menalippe her

HER Birth was not ſo mean 
as Rumour has repteſented it; 
for her Father was a Lioenian, 
deſcended from a very reputable 


Family of the Name of Albendiel.

lick Tranquillity in the North, 
which ſeems to be very much in 
Danger from your Majeſty's late

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our Admiral who commands it, 
to endeavour to prevent freſh 
Troubles in thoſe Parts, by hin- 
dering your Majeſty's Ships from 
coming out, in caſe that you per- 
fiſt in your Reſolution to put your 
Fleet to Sea, to execute the De- 
ſigns which you may have in View. 


Bur as it is our firm Intention 
to live in Peace and Friendſhip 
with your Majeſty, we wiſh from 
the Bottom of our Heart, that your 
Majeſty ſeriouſly reflecting upon 
the true Intereſt of your 2 
would permit them. to enjoy the 
Bleſſings of that Peace which the 
purchaſed at the Expence of 10 
much Blood and Treaſure, under 
the Conduct of his late Majeſty ; 
and that rather than enter into 
Meaſures which muſt inevitably 
plunge Ruſſia into a War, and the 
Whole North in Confuſion, your 
Majeſty would pleaſe to give your 
People and all Mankind, convinc- 
ing Proofs of your Inclination for

V OUR Royal Majeſty's ami- 
cable and fraternal Letter 
of the 11th-of April, is come ſafe 
to our Hands, by which your are 
pleaſed to declare to us, That the 
Warlike Preparations we have 
made, had engaged your Royal 
Majeſty to ſend a ſtrong Fleet of 
Men of War into the Baſticł, to 
obviate any Enterprizes we might 
go upon to diſturb the Tranquillity 
of the North; and that in Order 

| thereto, 
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thereto, your Royal Majeſty ha 
given Orders to your Admiral, Sir 
Charles Mager, to hinder our Fleet 
going out to Sea, | 


We: muſt confeſs, we were ex- 


treamly ſurprized, not to receive 
your Letter, but at the very In- 
ſtant your Fleet appeared on our 
Coaſts, and after they had caſt An- 
chor before Reve7; ſince it had been 
more agreeable to the Cuſtom e- 
ſtabliſhed among Soveraigns, and 
more conſiſtent with the Amity 
that has ſo long ſubſiſted between 
our Kingdoms and the Crown of 
Great Britain, had your Royal 
Majeſty thought fit to expoſtulate 
with us about the Umbrage you 
might conceive from our Arma- 
ment, and to expect our Anſwer 
thereupon, before you advanced 
to ſo offenſive a Step. 


Tux might your Royal Maje- 
ſty have been aſſured by us, that

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diſturb the Repoſe of the North, 
that, on the contrary, allour Cares 
and Attention are wholly bent on 
the Security and Prefervation of 
it, both for the Time preſent, and 
Time to come, as being more con- 
cerned than your Royal Majeſty, 
in preventing whatever may en- 
danger that Tranquillity. 


Ap as your Royal Majeſty is 
fully informed of what paſled in

Our Ap- 
prehenſions herein appear to be 
the better grounded, becauſe in 
your Royal Majeſty's Letter, you 
charge us with Things of which,

Ir were needlefs to mention in 
this Place, the ſincere Friendſhip 
which his Imperial Majeſty, our 
Lord and Conſort of Glorious Me- 
mory, bore to your Royal Majeſty ; 
and all the World knows, how 
much that Friendſhip has been uſe- 
ful and advantageous to you. Nei- 
ther is your Royal Majeſty 1gno- 
rant, what Return you have made 
to my ſaid Lord and Conſort; nor 
that, through Greatneſs of Soul, 
his Imperial Majeſty rather choſe to 
overlook it, than to undertake any 

E 2 Thing 
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Thing that might make the leaſt 
Breach in the conſtant Amity that 
always ſubſiſted between Rufſia 
and Great Britain. His ſaid Im- 
perial Majeſty could never have 
given more convincing Proofs of 
his ſincere Intentions to preſerve 
that good Amity, than by his ge- 
nerous Acceptance of the good 
Offices offered by his Majeſty the 
King of France, towards the Re- 
ſtoration of a perfect Underſtand- 
ing with your Royal Majeſty, and 
by declaring himſelf refolved, diſ- 
poſed, and willing, not only to bu- 
ry in eternal Oblivion all former 
Injuries, but alſo to enter (on rea- 
ſonable Conditions) with your Ma- 
jeſty and the Crown of France, in- 
to a ſtricter Engagement, and a de- 
fenſive Alliance.

Tur Conditions propoſed by his ſaid 
Imperial Majeſty, at the Requeſt 
of France, were not only thought 
juſt from the Beginning, but his 
Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has, more 

| than 
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than once, given Hopes, That as 
thoſe Conditions might be well 
reconciled with the Engagements 
entered into with France, with 
your Majeſty, and with other Pow- 
ers; ſo, with reſpe& to ſuch an 
Alliance, they might be adjuſted 
and ſettled according to Equity 
and Juſtice, for the entire Securi- 
ty of the Tranquillity of the North; 
and therefore theſe are not new 
Conditions, but the ſame, though 
your Royal Majeſty ſounds them 
ſo high at preſent ; and ſince in 
the laſt Anſwer, which has been 
communicated. to us on the Part 
of France, your Majeſty's Self, de- 
clares the Thing to be juſt, it is 
very plain, that nevertheleſs your 
Majeſty not only rejects all amica- 
ble and equitable Means to adjuſt 
the ſame, but that you deſign to 
oblige us to accept Conditions di- 
rectly oppolite both to our Intereſt, 


and, which 1s more, to our Honour 


and Reputation, as well as to Juſtice 
itſelf.

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not induce us to believe, that your 
Majeſty's Miniſters ever had a ſe- 
rious Intention to conclude that 
Alliance ; but rather, that the 


ſending a Squadron of Men of 


War, together with Orders, thro' 
which it is eaſy to ſee an Inter- 
ruption of Amity, and the Rife 
of new 'Troubles in the North, is 
but the Conſequence and Refult 
of the Animoſity which ſome of 


your Miniſters have ſhewn publick- 
y every where againſt us, for ſo. 


many Years paſt, The Thing ap- 
pears evident from what your Ma- 
jeity alledges, and charges us with, 
in relation to the Pretender. Your 
Miniſters have rightly underſtood, 
that all the Reaſons by them ſug- 
geſted, (and which, abſtracted from 
that, do not regard the Intereſt of 
Great Britain, but are rather di- 
ametrically oppolite to the ſolemn 
Treaties ſubſiſting between Great 
Britain and other Powers) are not 
to be admitted, and are inſuffci- 
ent to juſtify their violent Enter- 

prizes 
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prizes to Perſons diſintereſted : And 
not being able to find out any o- 
ther Reaſon, that frivolous and 
ſtale Aocuſation muſt be trumped 
up, and ſerve, as heretofore, as the 
the main Pretence for all the un- 
kind Steps taken againſt us. 


ArTHoUGH the Groundleſneſs 
of that Accuſation has oftentimes 
been proved ; though Time and 
Experience have evinced , that 
thoſe pretended Engagements no 
where exiſted but in the Imagina- 
tions of your Royal Majeſty's Mi- 
niſters; and though the Willing- 
neſs we have ſhewn on our Part, 
to facilitate the late Negociations, 
ought no leſs to convince your 


Royal Majeſty of the Malice and 


Falſity of thofe Infinuations, 'than 
the Diſpoſitions we have ſhewn 
to grant the Guaranty you have 
demanded of us; nevertheleſs, o- 


ver and above all that, we are 


ſtill willing to aſſure your Royal 
Majeſty, that we bear you too 
| much 
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much Friendſhip, to be willing to 
give your Majeſty and the Yritiſb 
Nation any Uneaſineſs, by any 
Engagements we might enter into 
with the Pretender. As for the 
reſt, it depends on your Majeſty's 
Pleaſure, to give what Orders you 
think proper to your Admiral : 
But then your Royal Majeſty will 
agree with us, that your Prohibi- 
tion would not hinder us from cau- 
ſing - our Fleet to go out, if we 
thought it convenient ; and that 
in the Quality of a Soveraign and 
an Empreſs, holding of none but 
God alone, we are no leſs unwil- 
ling to receive Laws from any one, 
than to forget ourſelves ſo far, as 
to pretend to dictate any to others. 
Moreover, we are etſtirely ready 
and diſpoſed to entertain a good 
Harmony with your Royal Maje- 
ſty; nor ſhall we undertake any 
Thing that may interrupt the A- 
mity ſo firmly eſtabliſhed between 
the two Kingdoms for ſo many 
Years paſt: And as, on our Part, 

put we 
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we readily declare, that this A- 
mity cannot but be very uſeful to 
us, and to our Kingdoms and Sub- 
jects, we hope likewiſe your Roy- 
al Majeſty will own, that hither- 
to it has been no leſs advantage- 
ous to your Majeſty and to your 
Kingdoms and Subjects, and that 
for the future it might not be un- 
profitable. In ſhort, it is moſt 
certain, that his Imperial Majeſty 
of Glorious Memory, after having 
been abandoned by all his Allies, 
did, with incredible Labours and 
Expences, procure to himſelf and 
his Kingdoms, the ſo much deſi- 
red Peace; ſo we ſhall likewiſe 
uſe all our Endeavours to ſecure 
the Enjoyment of it to our King- 
doms and Subjects. 

Wx are even perſuaded, that 
we cannot better attain theſe good 
Ends, than by being, after the Ex- 
ample of our Lord and Conſort of 
Glorious Memory, in ſuch a Po- 
ſture, as at all 'Times, in Caſe of 


Need, to be able to ſuccour our 
Allies, 
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Allies, to perform our Engage- 
ments to them, to protect ourfaith- 
ful Subjects againſt any Inſults, 
and to oppoſe thoſe who may of- 
fer to wreſt from us and our Sub- 
jects, the Treaſure of Peace. 


Ir is with this View, and with 
this View only, that we have 
made the Armament which has gi- 
ven your Royal Majeſty ſo much 
Umbrage, though without any 
Reaſon or Foundation. We wiſh 
the Almighty may vouchſafe to be- 
ſtow on your Royal Majeſty perfect 
Health, and an ever happy Reign.

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Meaſures, or forbidden Proceed- 
ings, render themſelves obnoxious.

Count Rabutin, the Emperor's 
Miniſter at the CzARIxA's Court, 
left no Stone unturned at this 
Time, to thwart the Negociations . 
which the Britiſb Admiral was in- 
ſtructed to propoſe, to enter into 
with her Minifters, towards the 
removing all Cauſes of Jealouſy 
and Diſtruſt on both Sides, ſug- 
geſting, That the Admiral be- 
ing eomeèe with open Force to ne- 
* F 2 * goclate 
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gociate an Accommodation, it 
would be a Diſparagement to 
the Ry/ſian Court, to enter with 
him into a Treaty, while his 
Fleet lay at Anchor under an 
Iſle belonging to the Ruſſians ; 
and that they ought, at leaſt, 
to make him quit their Coaſts, 
to leave the Senators at an en- 
* tire Liberty.” On the other 
Hand, Admiral Vager having 
tranſmitted the CzARINA's An- 
ſwer to his Britannick Majelty's 
Letter, waited in the ſame Stati- 
on his Majeſty's farther” Orders 
and Inſtructions. In the mean 
Time, from all the Intelligence 
he had received, he judged the 
Ruſſians did not intend to make 
any Attempts that Year, their Na- 
val Strength being inferior to his ; 
they had indeed more Ships than 
they ever yet fitted out, but they 
could not Man them with any to- 
lerable Number of Seamen, with- 
out diſabling thoſe already Man- 


ned: But at Recel they made a 
% new 
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new Battery, and lay Day and 
Night on Board their Ships in the 
Mole, and on the: Batteries, for 
fear of any Surprize. A Caution 
for which none could blame them.

towards our Native Country, that 
his flagitious Deſigus did not take 
Effect, which the Manifeſto pub- 
liſned for that End, evidently 
ſhews. The Grounds of his Pro- 
ceedings may juſtly be attributed 
to that ancient Cuſtom of our 
Country, by Virtue of which, the 
eldeſt Son inherited the Eſtate of 
his Father, excluſi ve of the young- 
er Children; and as he knew him- 
ſelf the ſole Male Heir of our Fa- 
mily, ſo neither Admonition nor Re- 
proof from his Father, took Place 
with him. We can aſſign no Reaſon, 
why ſo bad a Cuſtom ſhould be 
ſo deeply rooted in the Minds of 
Men, and ſo generally received, 
having Examples, not only of wiſe 
Parents among. the common Peo- 
ple, who have . with it, 
but Examples alſo in the Holy 


Scriptures, where it appears Rebec- 
ca procured the Inheritance for 
her younger Son perferably to the 
eldeſt, and, which is more, the 
Bleſſing of God attended that 

Choice. 
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Choice. Another like Example 
we find amongſt our Predeceſſors, 
in the Great Duke John Baſilo- 
wiz, of happy, and eternal glo- 
rious Memory, one who ſhewd 
himſelf not in Name, but in Deed, 
a great Prince, and particularly 
when our Country was divided a- 
mong the Children of JWolodimer, 
he re-united it: He ſought for a 
Succeſlor who was able to prevent 
his Dominions from falling into 
the Confuſion from which he had 
ſo lately brought them, and diſpen- 
ſed therefore with this Cuſtom, 
and ſettled thę Succeſſion at his 
Pleaſure, which: he afterwards 
twice alter d; at firſt; he paſſed by 
his. Son, and nominated his Ne- 
phew to the Succeſſion; and af- 
terwards removed him, notwith- 


ſtanding he had; been crowned, and 


left his Son Succeſſor to the Throne, 
as may be ſeen in our Chronicles, 
Anno 7006. (of our Lord 1496.) 
The Great Duke Fohn Baſilo- 


* wiz nominated his Nephew

LE) 
Printe Demetrius to the Succeſ- 
ſion,” who was crowned the 4th 
E Febymory by the Patriarch S7- 
Mon, Anno 5010 (of our Lord 
1502.) The 11th of April, the 
Great Duke Fohn Baſiſowiz be- 
 ing-difpleaſed with his Nephew, 
forbid Prayers to be made in the 
Churches for him, put him in 
* Arreſt; and the 14th' of April 
* he declared his Son Baſihides 
© Foawdwin his Succeſſor, purfus 
ant to Which he was Crowned 
* by che ſame Patriarch: And 
there are other Examples, which, 
though toe tedlous to find Place 
here, ſhall- hereafter be publiſhed 
to the World. Föôr theſe Reaſons, 
and out of Commiſeration to our 
Subjects, that Families may not be 
rained by utiworthy Heirs, we or- 
dered ifi the Year of our Lord 
1714) that the real Eſtates of our 
Subjects ſhould deſtend to their 
Heirs Male, but withal, that it 
ſhould be entirely at the Pather's 
Choice, to appoitit whom he 3 
or 
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for his Heir, and this, to preyent, as 
far as poſſible, Eſtates falling into 


unworthy Hands. 


As it concerns us in a more par- 
ticular Manger to take Care of our 
Dominions, which are, by the Aſ- 
ſiſtanes of the Almighty, ſo much 
enlarged, ſo we have thought con- 
venient to Decree, that the reign- 
ing Prince ſhall hereafter have 
Power to nominate whom he plca- 
ſeth to the Succeſſion; and ſhould 
he, by ſubſequent Obſervations, 
find the Perſon ſo nominated in- 
capable of governing, he may then 
chuſe another, that our Children, 
to lateſt Poſterity, may learn to 


avoid ſuch evil Courſes as the a- 
bovementioned. 


Wr therefore command all our

ing Characeriſticks of the late Em- 
peror's Glory ; a ſhort Deſcription 
thereof, as well as of Myſcooy in 
General, will, we preſume, be ac- 
ceptable to every Reader. 
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Tuts City, which owes both its 
Foundation. and Denomination to 
Peter the Firſt, is Situated partly 
on ſome Iſlands in the Mouth of 
the River Nieva, and partly on 
the ſeveral Continents of Ingria 
and Carelia, in ſixty Degrees 
North-Latitude. Petersburg in 
Appearance, rather ' reſembles ſe- 
veral diſtin Towns, than a ſingle 
City. The whole Country it ſtands 
upon, is very flat and low, and 
much expoſed to Inundations, by 
which it has already ſuffered ſe- 
veral Times; abundance of Peo- 
ple and Cattel have been : drown- 
ed, and part of the Fortifications 
waſhed away. Some handſome 
Stone Buildings, Palaces; and 
Churches, adorn this City; but 
moſt part of the Houſes are of 
Wood, ſeldom more than one Sto- 
ry high, and thoſe of the com- 
mon People conſiſt but of one 
Room. 'The Country adjacent to 
Petersburg, is great part of it a 

Moraſs, 
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Moraſs, covered with Buſhes and 
Shrubs, and the Soil ſo moiſt, that 
it produces but little Corn, eſpeci- 
ally in a wet Year, when ſcarce 
any thing comes to Maturity. Tur- 
rips, Cabbages and Clears, are 
almoſt" their only Plants. The 
City and Country about it would 
be ſtarved, were it not for the Sup- 
plies they receive from Novogrod, 
Pleskino, Moſcow, and even from 
Caſan, which is above twelve hun- 
dred Miles diſtant from Petersburg. 
But as all Proviſion is very plenti- 
ful in the Heart of Muſcouy, thou- 
ſands of Sledges a e perpetually 
tegyelling-" Fro heh 'to Peter s- 
burg laden with Cern, Flower, 
Fruits; and: the produce of their 
reſpective Countries „ Which 
Summer is conveyed to Peter 
their Rivers and Lakes: A : 
if at any time the Boats happen to 
habe with an Accident in their - 
Paſſage, every thing immediately 
grows exeeſſive dear in the City 
and the Country about it; for it

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is obſerved that Petersburg, inſtead 


of being ſupplied with Proviſion 
from the Neighbouring Towns, 
furniſhes Them with all manner 
of Neceſſaries: The Ground not 
being cleared of Wood, or the 
Moraſſes drained; their Lands 
yield but very little Grain. 


FRoM this Imperial Scat, paſs

g. The Soil needs no Dung or 
other Manure, the Snow alone 
renders the Ground ſo fruitful, 
that they ſeldom fail of good 
Crops; but this is in the Middle 
or Southern Parts of Muſcovy ; for 
the Provinces-which lie towards 
the North, are Barren, and produce 
very little Grain or Herbage. The 
Cold Weather begins in Augufſt, 
and, till May, every Body is wrapt 
up in Furs, even their Boots, 
which they wear conſtantly, are 
alſo lined with Fur: The Ice in 
their Rivers is an Ell and a half 
thick, and is not melted till ſome 
time after the Snow is gone. The 
Summer Heats are almoſt as trou- 
bleſome as the Minters Cold; and 
the Sun railing the Vapours in the 
Lakes and Marſhy Grounds about 
Petersburg, occaſions 'Tempeſts of 
Thunder and Lightning almoſt e- 
very Day; but they ſoon blow o- 
ver, and fine Weather ſucceeds. 
Travel 
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Travellers complain that the nu- 
merous Swarms of Gnats and 
Flies produced in Muſcory, by the 
Sun's ſhining with fo intenſe an 
heat on the Pools and ftanding 
Waters, made by the melted Snow, 
render both Seaſons of the Year 
equally incommodious. | 


Tux Province of Moſco, or Mo- 
, communicates its Name to 
the whole Empire. The City lies 
in the Latitude of Fifty-five 
grees ; bo hirty-eight Degrees Eaſt- 
ward of London, ) ſituated in a large 
fine Plain on the River, from 
whence it receives its Denominati- 
on, extending fix Miles in Length, 
and four in Breadth. 'The nume- 
rous Churches, with their gilded 
Cupolas and Spires, together with 
the Palaces of the Czar and the 
Nobility, which are ſurrounded 
with large Courts and Gardens, 
afford a beautiful Proſpe& upon 
approaching the City. It contains

Stone Buildings, but inſtead. of: a 
Pavement;) the Streets are laid 
wath a Beams of Fir<11 mber, tha 
Town is divided into four Quar- 
ters, euch of them ſurrounded by 
a Wall: Within that Quarter 
wherein tbe Royal Palace ſtands, 
are near forty Churches and Cha- 
pels. The Patriach's Palace, the 
principal Offices of State, and the 
ſeveral Monaſteries, would make it 
paſs. fot a conſiderable City alone; 
Before the Walls is a large Mar- 
ket Place, the fineſt in the whole 
City. There are by Computati- 
on, no leſs than Fifteen- hundred 
Churches and Monaſteries in and 
about Moſce, which are fo: well 
ſupplied with Bells, that on Holy 
Days, the Inhabitants are almoſt 
deafned with their Ringing; ſome 
few Clocks they have alſo here, 
but the uſual Method of telling 
the Time of the Day, is by ſtrik- 
ing every Hour with a gteat wood- 
en Hammer upon à Board, eſpe- 
cially in Noblemen's Houſes.

Tu Temper of the Ru//ians is 
not much admired, their Genius 
is tolerably in imitating any thing 
they ſee done ; but then they are 
intolerably Slothful, and Proud.;

THrz1R predominate Vice is 
Drunkenneſs, whick is ſo common: 
among them, that ſome Travellers 
affirm, they make it a part of their 
Religion; for the Moſcovites.real- 
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ly think that they had not kept an 
Holy-Day as they ought to do, if 
they do not get Drunk before 
Night. For it is certain they are 
more addicted to this Vice than 


any other Nation. Captain Per- 


ry ſays,* in his Account of this 
Country, that as he rode through 
Moſco on a Holy-Day, he ſaw both 
Prieſts and People lye Drunk on 
the Ground, and as he helped one 
of the Clergy, the Prieſt hiccuped 
by way of excuſe, and ſaid, it was 
Holy-Day 'Timg. Their Women 
of Quality are ſo little aſhamed of 
Drinking, that they will freely ac- 
knowledge their having been very 
Drunk; and return 'Thanks to their 
Friends who made them ſo. Cap- 
tain Perry likewiſe aſſerts, that, 
for ſeveral Years after he went in- 
to the Country, it was uſual at 


all great Entertainments, where 


the Court was preſent, as well as 
at the Houſes of. private Gentle- 


men, to make the whole Company 


Drunk before they parted, or "ey

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did not think themſelves welcome; 
and the Company were ſometimes 
forced to it, by locking up the 
Doors, or ſetting a Guard upon 
them, that none might get away : 
And-this Cuſtom was extended e- 
ven to Foreigners. But, the late 
Right Honourable Charles Lord 


Whitworth (when Ambaſſador from 


Queen AxxE to the Czar) repre- 
ſented this ſottiſh Compulſion up- 
on himſelf and his Retinue, in 
ſuch ſtrong Terms to the Prime- 
Miniſter of Rafſia, that for the 
Future they were left at their Li-- 
berty; and from this laudable Re- 
formation, not only the Court, but 
Perſons of the moſt eminent Di- 
ſtinction, left off this brutiſhCuſtom- 
of forcing Liquor upon their Friends. 
This muſt be allowed to be a No- 


ble Inſtance of an Heroic Reſolu- 


tion, thus to ſtem the Torrent of 
ſuch a predominate Vice; and 
ſnews what a mighty Influence 


Men of Figure have, whenever 
they pleaſe to Countenance Vir- 
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tue. Now though my Lord Jhit- 
worth was ſo happy as to aboliſh 
Ebriety during his Embaſly there, 
the Nane are again relapſed, 
and aye at preſent as fond of 'Tip- 
ling as they were formerly. A 
publick Miniſter who was at that 
Court ſince his Time relates, that 
at an Entertainment he was invited 


- _ by Admiral Apraxin, after hav- 


ing drank. a dozen Bumpers of 
Hay Wine at Dinner, he was 
obliged to take off a full Quart of 
Brandy at two Draughts ; where- 
upon he loſt his Senſes, but had 
the Satisfaction of feeing moſt of 
the Company lying dead Drunk 
upon the Floor before him. This 
laſt Ambaſſador tells us likewiſe, 
that at another. Invitation to the 
Cax's Palace at Peterbop, on the 
Coaft of Ingria, the Company 
were plied ſo hard with Tocay 
Wine at Dinner, that they could 
ſcarce ſtand; yet, were neverthe- 
leſs obliged afterwards cach of 
them to drink a Bowl of a Quart,

which did their Buſineſs at once; 
for though the. Czar was fo wiſe 
as to forbear drinking himſelf, he 
was far from diſcouraging this Ex- 
ceſs in the Company: On the con- 
trary, within four and twenty 
Hours, he made the ſame Com- 
pany drunk again; and as this is 
the greateſt Favour which can be 
ſhewed to a Ruſſian, it is to be 
preſumed that his Majeſty the ra- 
ther indulged his own People in 
this Vice, thereby to ingratiate 
himſelf the more with them, and 
that they might not oppoſe the 
great Deſigns he bad in View.
